Next step taken in downtown revitalization 


S ince I am a perpetual 
booster of all things 
Pelham, you will not be sur¬ 
prised that I am excited about 
the upcoming revitalization of 
downtown Fonthill. 

You see, just last week we 
took another step closer to a 
shovel in the ground on the 
$2.5-million revitalization of 
downtown Fonthill from Col¬ 
lege St., across Regional Rd. 20 
to Broad St. 

The company hired to final¬ 
ize the detailed engineering 
design held a public informa¬ 
tion centre regarding the street 
reconstruction and streetscap- 
ing improvements. 

Don’t worry in case you 
missed it; the information is 
posted on the front page of 
town’s website at www. 
pelham.ca and it is inviting 
your comments until Dec. 11. 

Within the study area and 
based on significant average 
daily traffic counts (of approxi¬ 
mately 8,000), Pelham St. func¬ 
tions as a local arterial road. 

In the development of the 
design options, the consultants 
considered the need to provide 
some level of safety for cyclists,

to maximize the pedestrian 
realm, to provide on-street 
parking, and to ensure ade¬ 
quate fire vehicle manoeuver- 
ability. 

They suggested a standard 
3.5 metre lane width “based on 
the volume and nature of traf¬ 
fic and the need to meet pro¬ 
vincial and local engineering 
standards for a safe roadway.” 
After looking at three other 
options, they recommended 
“Option 2: On Street Parking 
(both sides) — No Bike Lanes 
(except from College St. to 
Church Hill St.).” 

Their reasons? The design, 
which is also available in detail 
on the town’s website, provides 
for the same number of on¬ 
street parking spots, expands 
or improves the pedestrian 
realm, complies with recent 
planning studies (like the com¬ 
munity improvement plan and 
urban design guidelines), links 
with the regional bikeway net¬ 
work, and provides additional 


boulevards to enhance busi¬ 
ness frontage. 

I was impressed that the pic¬ 
ture boards also included a 
graphic representation of how 
the revitalization might look. It 
included an image of the cur¬ 
rent situation and an image of 
how that area could look with 
the preferred design. 

It not only included a new 
road and sidewalks, but the 
images also removed the over¬ 
head hydro and telephone 
poles, added decorative lights 
and trees, and delineated park¬ 
ing spaces. 

The consultant suggested 
that following streetscaping 
design review meetings in Jan¬ 
uary/February, the detail 
design should be completed in 
“winter 2010.” The construc¬ 
tion could be tendered in the 
spring and should be com¬ 
pleted next fall. 

And so, it will be gratifying 
that the vision that so many 
have worked on for so many 
years will become a reality 
during the next year.

United Way goes person to person

Payroll deductions from south Niagara busi¬ 
nesses made a big difference to past United Way 
of South Niagara campaigns. But not this year. 

The lack of those big donations is becoming 
very apparent as United Way continues to strug¬ 
gle to raise $1,038,689. 

At a time of the year when past campaigns 
were well on their way towards reaching their 
goals, United Way executive director Peter Papp 
said this year’s campaign has only just surpassed 
about 30% — or $300,000. 

“It’s really slow. We’re going to have to really 
push the campaign on for the next three 
months,” Papp said. 

Campaign chair Paul Leon said they’ve had to 
change tactics in the hope of raising enough 
money to help support area social service agen- 

As a result of recent plant closures like John 
Deere and layoffs in other industries, Leon said 
campaign team members are being asked “to 
approach individuals in their communities to 
see if we can make up the shortfall from individ¬ 
ual donations.” 

“We’re doing it on almost a person-to-person 
basis,” he said. 

It’s a far more labour intensive approach to 
raising funds than the local United Way has had 


to do before. And it’s been hard on the campaign 
team members, Leon said. 

“This is a whole new approach for them." 

He said it also means a significant commit¬ 
ment of time from the members. 

“When some of them said they would help us, 
they didn’t realize how onerous it would be,” he 
added. 

But they also understand how vital the work 
they’re doing is. 

“Our underlying social issue is poverty, then 
you add the unemployed and their challenges, 
and we have a serious social issue here in south 
Niagara,” Leon said. 

He said it’s an issue that is not being over¬ 
looked, thanks to recent studies done by Niagara 
Region. 

“When you read that one-in-three people at 
food banks are children, when you talk to the 
schools and you find out that children are 
coming to school without eating, when you talk 
to Port Cares and you find out how many thou¬ 
sands of meals they’ve served... when you see 
the impact it’s having on the lives, when you 
hear (Niagara community services commis¬ 
sioner) Brian Hutchings talk about how dire cir¬ 
cumstances are, then we know that we need to 
respond.” 

Many of the individuals they’ve approached 
have stepped up to the plate to make a differ¬ 
ence in their community, Papp said.

War correspondent 
talks about covering 
Afghanistan story

PELHAM - War correspondent Murray Brewster walks 
the streets of Kandahar in Afghan clothes but he knows he 
stands out. 

“It’s hardly a disguise. Clearly I look like I’m not from 
there, not only am I white but I’m wearing the wrong hat. 
In Kandahar, they wear turbans,” he said in an telephone 
interview Monday. “The kids in the street laugh at me.” 

Brewster, who is from Welland and attended Centennial 
Secondary School, will talk about his life as a Canadian 
Press foreign correspondent at the Pelham Public library 
7:30 p.m. on Friday, Dec. 11. 

The 46-year-old has spent eight months, spread over 
three years, “embedded” with Canadian troops in their 
Kandahar base. They included going on patrols and mis- 

He has also spent time “disembedded” working on sto¬ 
ries about the people and politics of Afghanistan and Kan¬ 
dahar. Brewster said he works with the help of Afghan 
journalists who serve as translators. 

Recently as a Canadian Press reporter in Ottawa he is 
covering the controversy over Canadian troops turning 
over Taliban prisoners to Afghan officials. 

Brewster said a lot of information needs to come out 
about what happened and when it happened. 

"It’s an important story,” he said. A recent poll said 70% 
of Canadians didn’t think it was right to hand over prison¬ 
ers for potential torture. 

During his time in Afghanistan, he has seen a change in 
the attitude of Afghans toward Canadian troops. 

At first they were grateful the Canadians were there. 
They were petrified of the Taliban. 

Then they became concerned about the number of 
Afghan civilians accidentally killed by Canadian troops. 

“Please stop shooting our civilians,” he was told and 
reminded of a local saying that if you hurt one person you 
make 10 enemies. 

Early 2008 was the best time in the area. The economy 
was picking up. Teams played soccer in the stadium. More 
than 200 people would turn out to watch billiard players 
compete at a pool hall, said Brewster explaining one of the 
odd brighter moments. 

"That all changed in June 2008,” he said when a major 
jail break freed dozens of prisoners. A period of heavy 
fighting followed. 

Now there is an ebb and a flow in feelings. 

“They don’t blame the Canadians,” he said. “But when 
you talk to people they just want to get this thing over with. 
They’re getting sick and tired of us.” 

For Canadians, Brewster said he thinks the Afghan expe¬ 
rience will be a defining moment. 

“We are undergoing an evolution in how we view our¬ 
selves,” he said. “I think we will have a more sophisticated 
view of the world.” 

No longer will we consider ourselves international boy 
scouts but rather understand how international affairs 

In addition to the Afghanistan story, Brewster covered 
the 9-11 terrorist attack on New York, hurricane Katrina 
and other international stories. 

Afghanistan: Through the Lens of a War Correspondent 
Murray Brewster at the Fonthill branch, will consist of a 
short outline with a PowerPoint presentation of what his 
does and then he’ll let the conversation flow, he said.
